Said. During the last 10 years 
the water lily growers have not 
found times particularly prosper- 
ous. Hence the record of the Van 
Nesses represents unusual achieve- 
ment, since each year has seen 
an increase in their business. At 
first they advertised in eastern 
trade journals and now they have 
secured patronage from the lead- 
ing eastern growers, and their 
market is established. They con- 
fine most of their advertising to 
western mediums now. 

It takes Mrs. Van Ness about 
three hours a day to handle cor- 
respondence and other business 
matters connected with the busi- 
ness. She is also known as an 
author of articles on water lily 
culture in leading periodicals. 
When asked if she had had jour- 
nalistic and business training, she 
replied in her’ characteristically 
modest manner, “I hate to tell you 
how little schooling I had. Be- 
cause of ill health when I was a 
girl, I was not even able to finish 
my education.” 

LEARN HARD WAY 

But what Mrs. Van Ness lack- 
ed in formal education she has 
more than made up in self-educa- 
tion, 

“After ‘Bobby’ and I were mar- 
ried we bought text books on his- 
tory, English and other academic 
subjects. At night I would read 
aloud,”’ she continued. 

Van Ness Water Gardens bring 
visitors from all parts of the coun- 
try. Average number of visitors 
each Sunday to their water gar- 
dens is 100. 

The exhibit which the Van Ness- 
es are going to San Francisco to 
see is located in a pool inside a 
building. Being without sunlight, 
it is not possible to display grow- 
ing plants. Hence Mrs. Van Ness 
ships cut water lilies to the fair 
once a week, and they are placed 
in the pool in such a naturalistic 
manner that everyone believes 
they grew there.
